Legends, tales without founda­ 
tion, have m ade the boy Jesus in­ 
to a sm aller-sized adult. Accord­ 
ing to some of these legends, when 
Jesus went to school, the very first 
day, he not only knew the alphabet 
already but he delivered a phil­ 
osophical 
discourse 
that 
aston­ 
ished the teacher. 
Luke does not 
give us any such picture of an 
already-grow n 
mind 
in 
a 
tiny 
body. He gives us a glimpse of a 
real child really growing. 
At 
first he grew without trying, of 
course, as every one does. What 
he ate and drank m ade him tall­ 
er and stronger. He learned the 
A ram aic language, spoken in his 
village and in his family, just as 
children learn their mother-tongue 
everywhere in the world, just by 
hearing it and trying to speak it, 
till it 
becom es 
as natural 
as 
breathing. 
His mind grew by 
w hat was put into it, because it 
was a really hum an mind. 
Dolls 
are all the sam e no m atter what 
goes on around them ; hum an be­ 
ings on the 
contrary grow or 
shrink, depending on their sur­ 
roundings. 
It is not too m uch to 
say that if (for instance) Jesu s’ 
m other M ary had been a differ­ 
ent kind of person, he would have 
been different too. To think oth­ 
erwise is to fancy Jesus a kind 
of doll. 
The Boy Moved Forward 
As has been often noted, Luke 
uses a different word for Jesus 
after his twelfth year. 
Before 
that, he “ grew ,”—the sam e word 
used for flowers and buildings, 
elsewhere in the Bible. After that, 
he “increased” —and the word al­ 
ways im plies will, effort. Up to a 
certain age a child can't hel> 
growing; he doesn’t even give ii 
a thought. But after a certain 
age, not the sam e in every one 
to be sure, if a person grows he 
tyas to put his mind on it; and he 
can choose the direction in which 
he will grow. Jesus could choose 
his friends; he could do what he 
would with his spare time. 
He 
grew by his work in the carpen­ 
ter shop, we m ay be certain; but 
what about the hours when he 
was not working? 
When Jesus 
was fully grown, we know how 
fam iliar he was with the Scrip­ 
tures. We know how well he un­ 
derstood people. Could he have 
achieved any of this without try­ 
ing, without growing?

Death is a universal experi­ 
ence, and a source of great sor­ 
row and pain to 
friends 
and 
loved ones left behind. So, any 
true view of death which can 
soften that grief 
should have 
wide interest. In that spirit I 
give a Alew of death which is 
new and cheering to me. 
This idea is presented in a 
new to^k which I have recent­ 
ly read. It divides human exis­ 
tence into three periods, and 
represents entrance into 
each 
period as being accomplished by 
a birth. 
There is first 
the 
natural 
birth which ushers the 
child 
into a new and wider world. As 
consciousness 
develops 
t h e 
child becomes aware more and 
more of the beauties and won­ 
ders 
of 
the 
material 
world 
around him. 
Then there 
is 
second, 
the 
spiritual birth, which the Bible 
represents 
as 
being 
“b o r n 
again.” In this experience one 
comes into vital contact with 
God who is the great center and 
power of the spiritual worfld. 
In conversion a new world is 
annexed to ones life, and 
his 
vision is immeasurably enlarg­ 
ed to include God and the spir­ 
itual world. Jesus called this 
the more abundant life. 
The third birth is death. In 
this experience the person 
is 
ushered into a still wider and 
more glorious field. “For now 
we see through a glass,, darkly, 
but then lace to face; now we 
know in part, 
but then shall 
wre know even as also we are 
known.” In his sermon at pente­ 
cost Deter refers to Gods rais­ 
ing Jesus from the 
dead 
as 
‘‘having loosed 
the 
pains 
of 
death,” or 
possibly 
a 
better 


translation would be, "having 
loosed the birthpangs of death.” 
In the planting of a grain of 
corn 
the 
real 
life 
emerges 
from its decayed shell and en­ 
ters into the more 
beautiful 
aud abundant life of the stalk 
and multiplied abundant fruit 
of the full ear of corn. Death 
is like that. 
It is the escape 
from the narrow limitations of 
the material world 
into 
the 
broader field and clearer vision 
of a more glorious world. 
It is this view of life 
and 
total human existence which the 
inspired writer had 
in 
mind 
when he wrote, ‘‘The path of 
the just is as the shining light, 
that shineth more 
and 
more 
unto the perfect day.”
